Pacific alope to Chicago, and the News 
of that city says: "Oakwood jitet below 
the World's Fafr grounds, is boasting of 
the only .ostrich farm In the country out- 
side of California. The Californ,u>-Afrksn 
ostrich-farm exhibit has 36 of the great 
be plumed bipeds strutting a round under 
tbe watchful eye of E. J Johnson, who 
brought his long-necked pets all the nay 
from the Pacific coast In a furniture car 
The birds arrived In Chicago at rntdnight 
and were taken to Oakwood the next day, 
marched down a runaway into an enilo- 
sure,and all Oakwood climbed the fence to 
look. The ostriches, seventeen hens and 
thirteen cocks, are to form a part of the 
Columbian World's Fair exhibit, and 
were brought here through the (fibrts of 
E O. Lanphere, the real-estate dealer. A 
corral has been built at OakwoixLand the 
ostriches will 
I now be put through the 
process of acclimation 
Nearly sll of the 
birds were hatched In an incubator, and 
are considered an unusually well selected 
lot, all strong, heart T tine specimens 
Thej come from the Fall Brook ostrich 
larm In San Delgo county, California, and 
are the offspr ng of the twenty-three 
birds, brought from Africa by Manager 
Johnson in 1883. There are one hundred 
left behind in California, and wha; was an 
experiment a few vears ago Is aow re- 
garded as an .assured success. 


The older birds at the Oaknood farrn 
have plumes of a^lossy black, but hens 
and chickB—one or those same chicks can 
look over a ten-foot f^nco without strain- 
ing a muscle—ire a mixture of drab and 
brown. The cocks mature at five years of 
age, the hens at four, an<T .although the 
average life is twenty-five years, they 
have been known to live much longer 
The birds at Oakwood are valuetf-st «3OO 
each, and are good for 950 to «69 worth 
of plumes each i^ear. They are jluc^ed 
every eight mouths. Manager , olunou 
hag named his giant turkeys after 'be 
celebrities of the day
